Shock yes but art no

The Devil, you say! While 
the movie The Exorcist may 
be two hours of Hell for some 
members of the audience, it’s 
pure Heaven at the box office. 

Playing to capacity houses 
since it opened in Victoria last 
weekend, the film is living up 
to its continent-wide 
reputation, as the most- 
terrifying movie ever made. 

Although I can't for the life 
of me see why. 

The story of a 12-year-old 
girl possessed by demonic 
influences is, to be sure, taut, 
gripping and chilling ... but 
no more so than many another 


less-pretentious Grade B 
horror flick. 

And it certainly doesn’t 
have the shock impact of the 
mid-50s film The Bad Seed, 
which also concerned a girl of 
similar age under similar 
conditions. 

A survey at one of the first 
performances by John 
Rogers, a UVic psychology 
graduate, showed that of 88 
people picked at random in 
the block-long lineup, 74 said 
they had been lured to the film 
by advance publicity in the 
form of newspaper and 
magazine articles on the film. 
Nearly half of those said they 


had been ready to go to 
Vancouver to see the film. 

About 40 per cent of the 
people admitted that the only 
reason they were going was to 
see how much shock value 
they could take — also the 
result of pre-release publicity. 

Another sampling by 
Rogers at the end of the show 
revealed that 10 per cent of the 
people he contacted had been 
offended by the film; 
however, only just over 50 per 
cent said they had enjoyed it. 

Approximately the same 
number of people said they 
wouldn’t recommend the film 
to their friends. 


'Phoney cottagey' 
designs doomed? 


Victoria's inability to 
control the design of buildings 
has caused increasing 
frustration at City Hall over 
the past few months, but now 
the city is asking the 
provincial government to 
produce the solution by 
passing special enabling 
legislation. 

The draft amendments to 
the Municipal Act conges 
before the land-use planning 
and zoning committee today, 
and probably will be 
endorsed for forwarding to 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Japies Lorimer. 

Eity solicitor Jakob de 
Vllliers is suggesting that the 
government could provide the 
legislative “teeth” required 
by .amending the Municipal 
Act or Victoria's own Private 
Gtty Act. 


One of the proposed sections 
would require the external 
design of any building or 
structure to be approved by 
council before a building 
permit is issued. 

The general problem of 
aesthetically undesirable 
developments sprouting up 
around the city was eased 
significantly last year when 
council established its 
Advisory Design Panel of 
qualified architects, whose 
task is to study plans of all 
major developments from the 
design aspect. 

Last fall the panel reported 
it was receiving excellent co¬ 
operation from developers, 
who were prepared to accept 
its advice on various changes 


A resounding percentage 
said they definitely didn’t 
want to see more films of the 
nature of The Exorcist. 

One of the sure signs of the 
success of a movie is the 
number of people willing to 
see it again. And, despite 
claims of repeat business in 
other centres, 80 per cent of 
the people tabbed by Rogers 
after tjie show said they 
wouldn’t bother with another 
session. 

Interestingly, some 
psychiatric sources say 


reports of devil possession are 
a sign of mass hysteria and, in 
other places where the film 
has played, there have been 
press reports of people 
becoming physically sick in 
the theatre. 

Sure enough, there have 
already been stories here of 
people vomiting while 
watching the show. 

But one thing is already 
evident . . The Exorcist has 
become the latest “In” thing 
for the young generation — 
those barely able to squeak • 
past the age restriction 
making up the bulk of the 
audiences so far.

But the glaring exception, 
the advisory team said, was a 
motel developer who had 
refused to change his design 
proposals in any way.

Mayor Peter Pollen was 
reported as considering the 
design “just awful," and 
others at City Hall were 
equally critical. One official 
said the shingle-hung 
mansards and the tower-like 
structures at each end game 
the building a 'phoney 
cottagey effect” that was 
totally unattractive.

The provincial government 
finally bowed to opposition 
demands last week and 
ordered an investigation into 
the possibility of “insider 
trading” in the government 
purchase of Columbia 
Cellulose Co. last year. 

Four members of the B.C. 
Securities Commission and 
six RCMP officers have been 
appointed under the Securities 
Act to investigate any matter 
relating to trading in 
securities of Colcel. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald made the 
announcement Friday and 
said he took the step because 
debate on the issue in the 
house had been getting out of 
hand. 

Opposition members have 
accused the government of 
sloppy procedures in its 


purchases on the open 
market They charge that 
leaks from the government 
have allowed certain people to 
make a killing on the stock 
market by buying ahead of the 
government purchases. 

Trading in Colcel shares 
was supended on March 30, 
1972, and the government 
announced its purchase of the 
company April 2. 

The opposition has so far 
presented no evidence of 
specific leaks of information 
from the government but they 
point to unusually high 
trading in Colcel shares 
through January, February 
and March. 

Socred leader Bill Bennett 
praised the government’s 
decision to call for a probe but 
said “it may be almost a year 
late.” 


Landlords in B.C. will 
always find a way to get more 
money out of tenants, despite 
the government’s interim rent 
controls, says Jim Nelson of 
Victoria Rental Aid Service. 

Nelson said legislation 
introduced last week limiting 
rent increases to eight per 
cent above the last rent paid in 
1973 was a “bit of a help.” 

“But we’re always going to 
run into problems with the 
landlords — they’ll somehow 
find a way to get more money. 

“The legislation is almost a 
year late. The problem 
wouldn’t be so great if the rent 
increases were tied to the rent 
rates of June, 1973. 

"Rents have gone up 
anywhere from 20-80 per cent 
since last summer,” Nelson 
said. 

In announcing the 
legislation, Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald said the bill 
was designed to protect 
tenants from rent increases 
levied by landlords in 
anticipation of the revised 
‘Landlord and Tenant Act 
which is to be brought down 
later in the session. 

Nelson said the interim bill 
was “better than nothing, but 
it’s the Landlord and Tenant 
Act that we're waiting for. It’s 
what's in that that’s 
important.” 

If the legislation wasn't 
exactly what some tenants 
had in mind, it was even more 
distasteful to landlords in the 
province. 

Gordon Reeson, newly- 
elected president of Greater 
Victoria Apartment Owners’ 
Association, said it is “totally 
unfair to regulate rents and 
not regulate our costs. 

“Oil costs have gone up 90 
per cent and janitorial costs 
are up 60 per cent and 
electrical and repair costs are 
both up. 


“I just can’t help but think it 
will stop people from 
investing in housing which is 
badly needed in this 
province.” 

Reeson said the eight per 
cent increase limit was “not 
unreasonable — it’s higher 
than most of the increases,” 
but said that was only all right 
on a short-term basis, not as a 
long-range limit. 

“If this sort of thing carries 
on people will be leery of 
investing in housing,” Reeson 
said. 

“The federal government 
changed its tax regulations 
and made it uninteresting for 
professional people to get 
involved in housing and this 
move by the provincial 
government hasn't helped 
any.” 

Noel Martin, manager of 
Rithet Agencies in Victoria, 
said the legislation will make 
the "cash flow situation’’ 
negative for landlords. 

“With the rising costs that 


owners are faced with, they’ll 
find it difficult to keep things 
running. 

"I really fear it will turn 
people away who would 
normally invest.” 

At least one group in 
Victoria is “elated with the 
government’s move. 

Ann Tarasoff, secretary of 
Capital Region Tenants' 
Association, said the 
legislation is promising 
because “it seems to indicate 
the government is serious 
about keeping pre-election 
promises to guarantee 
fairness for renters.” 

In Vancouver, Bruce Yorke, 
president of B.C. Tenants’ 
Association, said the 
legislation was a good interim 
measure but the government 
must set up rental review 
boards and give tenants 
collective bargaining rights 
with landlords. 

Yorke said those two things 
were necessary to give teeth 
to any landlord-tenant 
legislation. 


Vacancies few 
and takers, too 


There is a "severe 
shortage" of vacant 

apartments in Victoria and 
most tenants can’t afford the 
few available, according to a 
survey by Victoria Rental Aid 
Society. 

The survey, conducted on a 
cross-section of apartment 
blocks representing 12,000 
suites, shows the vacancy rate 
is “considerably less” than 
one per cent. 

In mo6t instances, rents 
ranged upward from $150 and 


only a small percentage of 
those surveyed accepted 
children under 16-years-old. 

The survey also shows rents 
have increased between 20 
and 80 per cent during the past 
nine months, yet income of 
most tenants has remained 
the same. 

Of 1,616 tenants listed with 
VRAS, 1,009 were able tfl pay 
total monthly rental of $150 or 
less; 311 could afford between 
$151 and $199, and 96 were able 
to pay more than $200

'Boarding house reach' 

done with lot of grace 


Most everybody’s got at least one subject about which 
they’d like to see a column written and — bless their hearts! — 
sometimes they pass the idea along to me. 

Fellow named lan Menzies writes me, for example, about 
boarding houses. He says: “You should do a column about 
boarding houses. I’ll bet there are hundreds of thousands of 
people, like me, whose lives have been enriched by living under 
the same roof with a half dozen or more strangers. But perhaps 
you’ve never had that experience yourself ...” 

Never had it, indeed! Listen, Ian, where do you think I got 
these long, prehensile arms? Pitching horseshoes? Not on your 
life. Got 'em trying to outreach the other human tarantulas at 
boarding house tables. 

Oh, I know, you don’t often hear jokes about “the boarding 
house reach" any more, but they were a genuine part of the 
mythology of that kind of communal living. 


I remember at one boarding house there was a young 
Anglican minister, a big, husky, rosy-cheeked fellow who used 
to say grace before dinner. He had a trick of ending his remarks 
when you least expected it and then he’d lunge for the choicest 
victuals before the rest of us were ready for action. 

”... for Christ’s sake, amen,” he’d say and the biggest 
lamb chop would be gone. 

The landladies of the boarding houses I knew all had two 
things in common. They were (a) the world's worst cooks and 
(b) the world’s most soft-hearted women 

In every boarding house there was always one bum being 
carried along by the landlady. One who comes to my mind was a 
pale, under-nourished early vintage hippie who claimed to be a 
composer. He had long, lank hair and a kind of withdrawn, 
pained look and even at the table, where he was astonishingly 
adroit at knife-and-forksmanship, he managed to look 
romantically artistic. 


The landlady loved it, So he couldn’t pay his board? So 
never mind. The poor dear was struggling with his art and 
would be carried until the world recognized his genius. 

I once asked Syd what sort of music he wrote and he took me 
up to his room. I expected to find heavy drapes and maybe a 
marble bust of Beethoven, but it turned out that Syd wrote 
cowboy music. The walls of his room were covered with pictures 
of Hank Snow. 

Syd showed me all his compositions, but I can remember 
only two of the titles. One, as I recall it, was called, “He’s Tall in 
the Saddle, But Itty-Bitty on the Ground” and the other was, 
“Darling’ Don’t Put Those Cold, Cold Hands on Me.” I often 
think now, hearing the stuff the kids listen to. that he was born 
too soon. (I was, myself, busy at work on a romantic ballad to be 
called, “I’m a Little Bit Wanton Wantin’ You”, but that’s 
another story.) 


Like most people I moved from one boarding house to 
another, hoping to find one where the beef wasn’t like tanrfed 
buffalo hide. Because of this I was several times cast in the 
starring role of The New Man. 

That first dinner was always a strange experience, what 
with the rest of the company subtly cross-examining you and 
grading you for acceptability. 

Kight away you could recognize the familiar, stock boar¬ 
ding house types — the femme fatale of the establishment, the 
extrovert who would monopolize all conversation henceforth 
and whose monologue you would soon learn to hate, the man 
who was particularly friendly to you and who. predictably, 
would try to make a touch before you were familiar with his 
perilous credit rating, the landlady, herself, sitting regally at 
the head of the table.

The president of Block Bros. Realty Ltd. says an amend¬ 
ment to the Real Estate Act proposed by his company is in¬ 
tended to give the public more protection where the purchaser is 
in the real estate business. 

Henry J. Block was commenting on an Express Opinion 
article March 7 which argued the proposal would mean greater 
profits for the real estate industry. 

The article, one of a series of opinion pieces by Express staff 
writers, was based on the misunderstanding that the Block 
proposal applied to all sales rather than just those involving 
put chasers in the real estate industry. 

Block described the article as “unforgivingly misleading." 

The proposed changes would give the seller a 15-day period 
in which to change his or her mind after entering into an interim 
agreement to sell property, said Block, if any of the following 
conditions applied: 

—when the purchaser is a licensed real estate agent. 

—when the purchaser is a company in which a licensed 
person has a direct or indirect interest. 

—where the purchaser is a nominee and the transaction 
results in a benefit to a licensed real estate person. 


"We are living in a time where the real estate market is 
very active and rapid changes in value are a serious problem to 
many people who are trying to buy a house," Block said. 

“However, it must be understood that a realtor’s respon¬ 
sibility is to the vendor who engages him at the time he enters 
into a listing agreement. Therefore, it is the realtor’s first 
responsibility to protect the vendor from the effects of the very 
active inflationary trend." 

Block said with the real estate market changing rapidly, 
“the temptations of speculating for profit is a serious problem. 

“We take the position that a licensed real estate person is 
not privileged.to purchase a house from an uninformed vendor 
at a price below market value and then resell it at a profit. The 
realtor's knowledge and understanding must be freely shared 
with the public 

"The real estate licenses which are issued to us as realtors 
involve a serious obligation and responsibility to the public. The 
amendment proposed by Block Bros, is intended to give the 
public further protection by providing an opportunity to 
examine the offer to purchase when the purchaser is a licensed 
real estate person or a company in which the real estate person 
has an interest.

The 15-day period.in which the vendor may cancel the sale 
must be clearly spelled out at the time of signing the interim 
agreement, Block said. 


“It also allows, time to check their decision in any way 
necessary to ensure that there is protection against the effects 
of inflation and the changing prices,” Block said.

Sierra Club hits 
Barrett on parks 


Victoria Sierra Club claims 
Premier Barrett has short¬ 
changed the provincial parks 
department. 

President Ken Gibbard said 
the department is being 
treated in the same way as it 
was for 20 years by the Social 
Credit government. 

"The government has 
created the impression that 
the department is getting 
more money," he said. “The 
facts are the opposite." 

He noted that estimates for 
last year’s maintenance, 
operation and development, 
and capital costs are shown in 
the budget as (4,342,578. These 
are contrasted with $10,131,184 
estimated for the coming 
fiscal year, an increase of 
over 100 per cent. 

“The real situation is not 
apparent from the budget 
figures tabled in the house,” 
he said. “It doesn't tell you 
that last year’s budget was not 
adequate and several special 
warrants or supplementary 
funds were added through 
order-in-council." 

He said last year's park 
budget was actually about $15 
million. 
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“Thus the budget as 
presented for $10,131,184 is 
actually a deficit budget of 
about $5 million or about a 33 
pe: cent reduction. 

Gibbard urged the govern¬ 
ment to bring an end the 
practice of financing a 
department by special funds. 

“A department can't plan 
under such a system," he 
said. “It is entirely dependent 
on the whims of cabinet."

There was lots of beer, a 
short speech, and a presen¬ 
tation — a cheque for $700 to 
the Earl family. 

As a result of the 14 months 
of legal bickering, the 
provincial government passed 
an amendment to the Labor 
Relations Act, which will 
eliminate the possibility of 
other cases like Earl's.

Killer 

dogs 

strike 


A black plume of smoke that 
spiralled over William Head 
Saturday came from a funeral 
pyre at Weir Farm on William 
Head Road 

That’s where Jim Rainey 
and some friends were 
burning the mauled corpses of 
his flock of Suffolk sheep, 
decimated by roaming dogs 
(Hi Friday. 

Rainey, in his 80s, is the 
second elderly Metchosin- 
area sheep-breeder to be 
wiped out in little more than a 
year. 

And, as he watched the 
pungent smoke curling around 
the piled corpses on 
Saturday’s pyre, he agreed 
that this was the end for him. 

The early-morning butchery 
Friday left 10 lambs, five ewes 
and a registered yearling ram 
— purchased for a top price 
last year at the PNE, dead, six 
lambs so badly mauled that 
they had to be destroyed and a 
number of ewes and lambs 
missing and presumed dead. 

"The trouble is, with this 
particular farm, the dogs 
could have just chased the 
animals into a gully or a 
bushlot and it would take 
weeks to find them,” 
explained one neighbor 

The real cruncher for 
Rainey was that the flock 
which was destroyed was the 
best of a much-bigger flock 
which he had just culled 
drastically. 

Some area residents are so 
enraged over the constant and 
recurring threat to livestock 
they are considering taking 
the law into their own hands 
when dealing with stray dog& 

"There is help coming,” 
said one Lower Island 
spokesman for the B.C. Sheep 
Breeders Association, "but 
it’s still three or four years 
away.”

The help to which he refers 
Is the phasing out of the old 
Sheep Protection Act and its 
replacement by the soon-to 
be-promulgated Domestic 
Animals Protection Act which 
will drastically boost licence 
fees for un-neutered dogs. 

It will also make it a crime, 
to allow a dog to run at large 
by either day or night — at 
present, it is only illegal for 
dogs to be at large after dark 


— and bring in heavy fines for 
the owner of any beast caught 
off its own property. 

Sheep-breeding, once the 
largest single agricultural 
enterprises on the Island and 
in the lower Fraser Valley, 
has over the past few years 
slumped drastically, he said. 

"Here it’s because of stray 
dogs, on the Mainland it’s the 
increased coyote population, 
which has risen since the 


department of wildlife banned 
poisoning of them.” 

He blamed the dog problem 
in the Metchosin area on new 
subdivisions which have 
bitten into long-established 
farmland. 

"Every time someone new 
moves out here from town, it’s 
the same thing . . . their dogs 
get the run of the whole area. 
Usually, when you go up to 
them, they tell you that’s why 


they moved to the country — 
to give their dogs and kids a 
place to roam without keeping 
them penned. 

"They just don’t realize...” 
Until the changes come into 
effect, another small farmer 
on Rocky Point suggested, the 
only solution is "the business 
end of a .303 every time you 
see a dog on your place . . . 
regardless of who owns it." 


Community colleges 

Government control feared 


Total B.C. government 
funding of community 
colleges may weaken the 
power of college councils, the 
chairman of Camosun College 
council says. 

"If they’re going to pay all 
the money, maybe they would 
want more control,” said Dr. 
Hal Knight. 

Knight was responding to a 
recommendation of 100 per 
cent government financing 
contained in a working paper 
released by a 14-member task 
force on community colleges 
Friday. 

The task force said the 
government should assume all 
operating costs of colleges, 
now partially financed by 
local taxes. 


Knight said he doesn’t 
object to this, provided the old 
adage "where the money is, 
the power is” doesn’t apply. 

But he said Camosun 
College council already 
having problems keeping 
control over some of its 
programs, particualrly with 
the labor department over 
vocational programs. 

Task force chariman Hazel 
L’Estrange said she didn’t 
think total government 
financing would weaken the 
authority of college councils. 

"We’re hoping they will 
have other things to concern 
themselves with besides 
financing,” she said. 

Knight said he wasn’t too 
concerned about task force 


recommendations that would 
eliminate most school board 
trustees frorfl college coun¬ 
cils, but he thought one or two 
trustees should remain on 
councils for continuity. 

He and four members of the 
nine-member Camosun 
College council are trustees. 
The others are appointed by 
the B.C. government. 

The task force has 
recommended a restructured 
college council on which there 
would be few or no trustees. 

The proposed council would 
have 15 members, which 
Knight said is too many for 
efficient operation. 

Five members would be 
elected, two by students, two 


Seven-year jail term 
for heroin trafficking 


A 24-year-old Vancouver 
man who had been out of 
prison only three weeks before 
his arrest March 5 in Victoria 
has been sentenced to seven 
years in prison for possession 
of heroin for the purposes of 
trafficking. 

Eugene James Campbell 
Hunter was sentenced by 
Judge William Ostler after the 
judge said narcotics remain a 
serious problem in Victoria, 
including "the very high in¬ 
cidence of other crimes 
motivated by narcotics,

OTTAWA — Progressive 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield told a meeting of the 
P.C. Youth Federation that 
inflation is having a greater 
impact on people than just its 
economic effect. 

He said more people are 
becoming frightened and 
angered in the belief that the 
country is losing its sense of 
direction and purpose. 

“These are people who. in 
anything like normal times, 
would today be in their own 
homes, but now simply can't 
afford the cost,” Stanfield 
said. "These are people who 
are willing to work, but wages 
in an inflationary period such 
as this are not adequate to 
keep up with rising prices. 

“And there are those who 
have worked all their adult 
lives, who have saved and 
have planned for a decent 
retirement, but who now see 
their hopes and their ex¬ 
pectations shattered in an 
economy seemingly out of 
control.” 

Stanfield admitted that 
inflation is world wide in 
scope, but claimed that more 
than half of the contributing 
factors to Canada’s inflation 
stems from within its own 
borders. 


Hoff a influence 
in truck strike 


NEW YORK — Jimmy 
Hoffa, former president of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, is forbidden to 
take part in union activities 
until 1980. But it is widely 
believed he had a great deal to 
do with the recent truckers’ 
dispute in the U.S. 

Hoffa, convicted on two 
counts of jury tampering and 
mail fraud, was freed from 
federal prison in 1971 by an 
executive order of President 
Nixon. His parole restrictions 
included the union activity 
ban. 

But there is no law that says 
Hoffa can’t speak his mind 
and he has been more than 
willing to do that. Speaking as 
a "private citizen” he has 
criticized government policy 
in the energy crisis ( “poorly 
managed’’ is the way he puts 
it> and its impact on the 
truckers. 

Early last December, Hoffa 
endorsed blockades being 
staged by drivers to em¬ 
phasize their protests against 
lower speed limits. Many 
drivers are paid by the mile 
and the lower limits cut the 
pay of long haul men 15 to 25 
per cent. 

The current president of the 
Teamsters, Frank E. Fitz¬ 
simmons, repeatedly 
denounced the hlnrkadcs and 
urged the truckers to go 
through “proper channels” to 
solve their problems. 

Because he was on friendly 
terms with the White House, 
lie was even reluctant to 
renegotiate mileage pay 
scales in the master freight 
contract signed last July. 
Those terms strained Nixon’s 
wage controls to the limit and 
new pay scales would un¬ 
dermine controls in other 
industries as well as trucking.

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Money at root of soccer dispute 


Sport, like almost every 
other part of our society, has 
become a strict dollars and 
cents proposition. 

No longer can a team be 
outfitted and entered in league 
competition for a minimal 
amount of money. 

Travel costs, park or arena 
rentals and uniforms have 
made gate receipts, ticket 
draws and even bingo games 
an accepted part of operating 
a team, particularly at the 
senior level. 


It’s this fact that seems to 
be at the bottom of the 
controversy surrounding the 
two Victoria teams playing in 
the Vancouver-based B.C. 
Soccer League 
Victoria Gorge-Molsons and 
Victoria London boxing Club 
have an agreement with the 
parks board to have first call 
on Royal Athletic Park, the 
only enclosed facility in this 
area. Under the BCSL rules, 
all league games must be 
played in enclosed parks. 


But the Vancouver Island 
Soccer League, which has had 
very limited use of the park 
this season, wants it for more 
games so that admission may 
be charged and consequently 
more money raised for league 
operation. 

The Island Soccer 
Commission, the B.C. Soccer

EDMONTON — At the end 
of one season, Edmonton 
Oilers hold a hot item for their 
next campaign in the World 
Hockey Association.

However, Doug Day, 
president of the Island Soccer 
Commission doesn't see it that 
way and he’s also opposed to 
the two Victoria teams having 
almost exclusive use of Royal 
Athletic Park. 

"It’s not true that Island 
players wouldn’t be 
considered for national 
teams,” he said. “The 
representative teams are 
drawn from all regions of 
Canada and selectors make 
their decisions at training 
camps and not on the basis of 
performance in league 
games.” 

Day admitted that his group 
was definitely interested in 
added use of Royal Athletic 
Park. 

“Why shouldn’t our players 
have the use of the best park 
on the Island? Why should 
Vancouver teams get more 
use of Royal Athletic Park 
than our Premier Division 
teams,” he queried. 

And Day wonders whether 
the first division of the B.C. 
Soccer League is the highest- 
calibre league in the province. 

“We feel there are several 
teams in the Premier 
Division, such as University of 
Victoria and Cosmopolitan 
Royals, who are just as good 
as some of the first-division 
teams in the B.C. Soccer 
League,” he said, “but it’s a 
closed shop over there. They 
just want the two Island clubs 
that are in the league now. 
Gorge and Boxing Club may 
not always be the best teams 
on the Island.” 

While the problem of using 
Royal Athletic Park will 
probably remain a local issue, 
the regionalization aspect will 
likely be settled at the annual 
general meeting of the 
Canadian Soccer Association 
later this month in 
Vancouver. That was the 
message from Gordon 
Gloster, president of the 
BCSL, who addressed a press 
conference in Victoria on the 
weekend.

Like a herd bull making 
certain there is no 
misunderstanding about his 
status, Boston Bruins are 
methodically ticking off their 
Stanley Cup rivals 
Although they appear to 
have been coasting a bit as the 
National Hockey League 
schedule neared its end, the 
East Division leaders haven’t 
been taking it easy against the 
better clubs. 

The last time thev plaved 
Montreal Canadiens, they 
dcacted ample revenge for a 
7-3 pasting in Montreal by 
over powering the Stanley 
Cup champions, 8-0; the 
ambitious Philadelphia 
Flyers are 0-3-1 against the 
Bruins; Buffalo Sabres had 
what was left of their playoff 
hopes wrecked when the 
Bruins scored back-to-back 
victories last week, and on 
Saturday night, Toronto 
Maple Leafs were derailed, 5- 
2, when they sought a third 
straight win over the Boston 
club. 

Sunday, it was the turn of 
the New York Rangers, who 
moved into Boston with a 
chance to take second place 
and still with slight hopes of 
overtaking the Bruins. The 
New York club did come up 
with a strong game, but the 
Bruins prevailed. 5-2, in an 
effort which enhanced their 
chances of team and 
individual records. 

Victory was the 47th of the 
season, leavjng the Bruins 
only five away from the one- 
season record of 52, set last 
season by Canadiens. That one 
appears within easy reach, 
but the Bruins would have to 
win all of their remaining nine 
games to break the team 
record of 121 points, also set 
last season by Canadiens. 

The two weekend games 
also boosted hopes that Phil 
Esposito might break his own 
records for goals (76) and 
points (152), set in the 1970-71 
season. The burly centre got 
two goals and an assist in each 
of the two games, and that left 
him with 65 goals and 135 
points. There is still quite a lot 
to do in nine games, but 
Esposito is actually ahead of 
the pace of his record- 
breaking season in which he 
put on a spectacular finish. 

Sunday’s game against the 
Rangers was a crowd- 
pleasing 60 minutes, featuring 
wide-open, end-to-end action 
along with rugged hitting done 
so well that it produced only 
three minor penalties. 

Rangers carried their share 
of the play, but they got Gilles 
Gilbert on one of his better 
days in the Boston goal, and 
they didn’t get the best of the 
breaks. 

One of the breaks which 
went against them was the 1-1 
goal. It was kicked behind Ed 
Giacomin by Terry O’Reilly, 
who was trying to drag the 
puck up to his stick, but 
referee Brian Lewis missed it 
and allowed the play to stand 
as a goal. 

Defenceman Brad Park, 
matching his best season, had 
put the Rangers ahead by 
scoring his 24th goal of the

Thinking small 


Gas-gobblers surrender to mini-cars 


A long-limbed executive 
folds his legs in half and 
squeezes behind the wheel of a 
pint-sized car that apparently 
wasn't made with him in 
mind. 

The executive is not alone. 

He’s only one of the victims 
of the energy-conscious, 
economy-minded thinking 
that has crept into corporate 
and government policies. 

The age of the V-8 
Oldsmobile room-to-spare 
company car has gone the 
way of the Edsel. The age of 
the mini car is upon us. 

The switch to the less gas- 
hungry models saves money 
ori such obvious commodities 
as gas, oil and maintenance 
costs, but pennies are saved in 
less-obvious places, too, such 
as tarmac bills. 


Behind such corporations as 
B.C. Telephone and B.C. 
Hydro, 10 small cars sit in the 
same parking space that used 
to accommodate only seven of 
the bigger models. 

In Saanich, while senior 
municipal officers didn't 
exactly ride around in 
chauffeur-driven Fleetwood 
Cadillacs, the half-ton pick¬ 
ups used by the municipality 
up until three years ago were 
gas-gobblers. 

The trucks, used for 
supervisory personnel who 
were driving around the 
municipality mostly by 
themselves, were also a boon 
to repair shops in town so 
Saanich decided to trade down 
to the smaller-model 
Japanese cars. 


The new cars, according to 
municipal superintendent 
Frank Smith, are cheaper, 
more manoeuvreable and 
maintenance costs for them 
are way below those for the 
old trucks. 

There is one small problem 
with the mini cars, though. 
They don’t seem to last quite 
as long as the pickup trucks 
and Saanich has to trade them 
in more frequently, but even 
taking that into consideration, 
the municipality is still saving 
money. 

The provincial government 
seems a bit late in getting in 
on the small car craze. 

The Purchasing 
Commission does buy some 
small cars, but there is no 
policy dictating in favor of 
them. 


Each department decides 
what kinds of cars it wants 
and sends in its requisition to 
the Purchasing Commission 
which they puts the orders to 
tender. 

But there may be hope for 
provincial politicians. 

Highways Minister Graham 
Lea earlier this year 
suggested that perhaps the 
government should switch to 
Datsuns, although during the 
same interview he sheepishly 
admitted that he himself 
drove a larger-sized 
American car. 

Dave Barrett raised some 
eyebrows and a spattering of 
applause when he led a 
government convoy up the 
Island Highway shortly after 
the New Democratic election 
win — driving his own tiny 
Cortina.

But the government still 
hangs on to some of its gas 
gobblers, and, of course, 
protocal dictates that 
Lieutenant-Governor Walter 
Owen be ferried around the 
province in a lynousine. 

The City of Victoria uses the 
small cars as “simple, 
straightforward transporta¬ 
tion,’’ and the buying of mini 
cars has been a city policy for 
several years. 

Engineer Bill Jorgensen 
said the city realized the value 
of small cars when it 
discovered it could pay lower 
mileage rates to small-car- 
owning employees when they 
used their own cars on the job. 

When the city decided to buy 
its own cars, it bought small 
ones.

Lee and his wife Nellie have 
three children-Michael, 20, 
Leslie, 19, and Scott, six.

The hopes of the non- 
Russian chess world were 
carried by Brazil’s Henrique 
Mecking and Hungary's 
Lagos Portisch, and they died 
with those two. 

Portisch gave Russia's 
Tigran Petrosian a tough 
battle and even defeated the 
former world champion once, 
before succumbing in the late 


stages of the 16-game match. 

And Mecking also beat 
Russia’s Viktor Korchnoi 
once, in the 12th game, to 
narrow the count to 2-1 for the 
latter — draws didn’t count — 
but then pressed too hard and 
lost the 13th game and the 
match. 

Few people gave the other 
Westerner, Robert Byrne of 


the U.S., any chance against 
world vice-champion Boris 
Spassky, another Russian, 
and the short match justified 
this view. Spassky won easily, 
3-0. All the' matches were 
based on 16 games, with the 
first player to win three taking 
all. 

The other quarter-final was 
an all-Soviet affair, with 
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veteran Lev Polugayevski 
taking on Russia’s 22-year-old 
hope Anatoli Karpov. 

It turned out to be a 
mismatch, with Polugayevski 
failing to win a single game. 

So now it’s on to the semi¬ 
finals — the winner of the 
whole series goes on to 
challenge Bobby Fischer of 
the U.S. for the world title — 
and the pairings will be 
Spassky vs. Karpov and 
Petrosian vs. Korchnoi. 

By all accounts, it should be 
Spassky over Karpov and 
Petrosian over Korchnoi, with 
a Spassky-Petrosian re¬ 
rematch in the Candidates' 
final. They’ve met twice for 
the world championship, each 
winning once, so this rubber 
should be interesting, if the 
semi-finals go as expected 

There are some who feel 
Karpov could surprise 
Spassky, but the youngster 
still lacks the experience 
necessary to defeat the for¬ 
mer world champion.

MLA SEEKS MORE IMPORTED WINES 


B.C. liquor laws 'out of date' 


Greater liberalization 
means greater use of alcohol, 
a Socred MLA told the 
legislature last week. 

Bob McClelland (SC— 
Langley) said he was in favor 
of changes to B.C.’s liquor 
laws because ‘they are 
completely out of date” but he 
warned that liberalization will 
lead to greater alcoholism 
throughout the province. 

Premier Barrett's support 
of the “continental style” of 
drinking could have grave 
consequences, said 
McClelland, and he proceeded 
to quote statistics of death and 
illness from alcoholism in 
France. 

In that country, he said, 50 
per cent of all hospital beds 


are occupied by people 
suffering from alcoholism 
problems and 42 per cent of all 
health care expenditures can 
be related to alcohol 
problems. 

The Socred did make some 
recommendations concerning 
merchandising practices in 
B.C. liquor stores and 
suggested, separate wine and 
beer stores be established as 
well as specialty shops. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke responded to 
McClelland's figures on health 
and alcoholism by using the 
ounter example of Italy. 

Italy, he said, has the same 
liberal liquor laws as France 
but does not have the 
problems of alcoholism. 


“Yes, interjected Pat 
Jordan (SC —North 
Okanagan), “but Italians 
don’t work — it’s a 
combination of alcoliol and 
stress.” 

Cocke recalled the days of 
prohibition when the 
incidence of alcoholism often 
increased, and he said there is 
less drunkeness in 
neighborhood pubs than in 
beer parlors where there is no 
purpose other than to get 
drunk. 

Liberal MLA Pat McGeer 
(Vancouver-Point Grey) 
agreed that prohibition would 
not likely succeed in B.C. but, 
he suggested the government 
should discourage the use of 


hard liquor in favor of beer 
and wines. 

“I believe it’s unfortunate 
we cannot buy good wine at a 
reasonable price in B.C.,” he 
said. 

”... B.C. wine is lousy 
wine,” he added. 

If imported wine could be 
brought in at a reasonable 
price, said McGeer, it would 
encourage people to drink 
wine instead of hard liquor, 
and also would bean incentive 
for B.C. wines to improve. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald responded to the 
debate, which came under 
discussion of his estimates, by 
announcing that new liquor 
regulations have been drafted 
but are being discussed by the 


three-member liquor board. 

He said he expects the 
regulations and board 
recommendations to be 
returned to the government 
shortly. 

He reiterated the 
government’s .position that 
smaller drinking 
establishments and the 
addition of live entertainment 
will lead to more moderate 
drinking habits and also aid in 
the employment of people 
with talent in the community. 

B.C. should continue to give 
local wines a price advantage, 
Macdonald said, to protect 
them from wine dumping by 
Eastern European countries 
and to give them a chance to 
improve. 


Rising to address the house 
on the matter of alcohol, 
Jordan said she was dead 
against the establishment of 
neighborhood pubs. 

She warned there was no 
such thing as “a quiet little 
pub with two glasses of beer.” 
In both the U.S. and in 
England. she added, 
neighborhood pubs are a big 
problem. 

She also talked about 
“neighborhood pub murders 
in the United States. 

Turning to the attorney- 
general, Jordan said, “I’d like 
to be there when you get the 
first glass of beer poured 
down your neck in one of these 
cozy little neighborhood 
pubs.”

New C-FAX owner Mel 
Cooper made the an¬ 
nouncement at the weekend 
shortly after conclusion of 
Canadian Radio-TV Com¬ 
mission hearings on his bid to 
buy control of the radio station 
from longtime owner Clare 
Copeland. A CRTC ruling on 
the bid is expected soon. 

A native of Saskatchewan, 
Spence has spent eight years 
with New Westminster radio 
station CKNW, where Cooper 
was before his move to Vic¬ 
toria 

Spence often assisted 
CKNW news director Warren 
Barker before becoming an 
original member of The In¬ 
vestigators, the three-man 
CKNW daytime talk show that 
started June 26, 1972, after 
Jack Webster moved to CJOR. 

Spence has covered B.C. 
legislature sessions for CKNW 
and will be in charge of the

Boat Harbor

NANAIMO — The “pirate” 
of Boat Harbor, A. L. “Ken ” 
Kendall, died last week in 
hospital in Ladysmith at the 
age of 70. 

During his 30 years in the 
tiny harbor 15 miles south of 
Nanaimo, Kendall was visited 
by thousands of boaters, many 
of whom left with small brass 
cannons which became almost 
a badge of membership in his 
unofficial club. 

“A great many people 
would have the cannons he 
made on-their boats — they’d 
fire a shot as they came into 
the harbor and he would 
answer,” said Mrs. Ron 
Lackie of Nanaimo, one of 
Kendall’s four daughters. 

“Sometimes when he was 
greeting somebody he would 
spring from the house with an 
old muzzle-loader and a knife 
in his teeth, or something like 
that," she said. 

Kendall's skill as a 
craftsman was once used to 
make what one government 
analyst called the “purest 
white lightning” ever tested. 


A chance meeting on 
Government Street brought 
them back together, this time 
as members of the Totem 
Tones barbershop quartet. 
They’ll be performing next 
Friday and Saturday night in 
the annual Barbershop 
Harmony Show staged by the 
Victoria Village Squires at 
McPherson Playhouse. 

Matthews sings bass and 
Davis is the baritone. Joining 
.them are Bill Chisholm at lead 
and Bill Staton at tenor. 

“We sang in the Timberline 
trio when we were 17 or 18,” 
Matthews recalled, “and we 
used to sing a lot of the same 
stuff we’re singing now.” 

When the war broke out, 
Davies joined the navy, was 
married in Scotland and, after 
his discharge, settled in 
Victoria where he is the sign 
shop superintendent for the 
Department of Highways. 

Matthews went into the air 
force, was married in Van¬ 
couver and moved to Victoria 
in 1948 where he now operates 
his own sales agency for office 
and store fixtures. 

“We didn’t even know each 
other was here,” Davies said, 
“until we bumped into each 
other on the street.” 

That was seven years ago, 
just when Davies was helping 
Chisholm organize the Vic¬ 
toria chapter of the Society 
for the Preservation and 
Encouragement of Barber 
Shop Quartet Singing in 
America, a continent-wide 
organization devoted to 
singing four-part harmony.

“The purpose of the 
program is to encourage and 
supports efforts of 
municipalities in concert with 
neighborhood residents 
toward the improvement of 
their physical environment 
and the development of social 
and recreational amenities,” 
Paskin said. 

The area which will benefit 
by NIP is bounded by Canada 
Avenue, Government Street, 
Evans Street and White Road, 
including the recently 
proposed Centennial Park - 


John Gallienne, organist 
and choirmaster at St. John's 
Anglican Church, thought he 
and his family would stay in 
Victoria for 10 years but they 
are leaving after just 3'a 
years. 

Gallienne has accepted a 
similar post at St. George's 
Cathedral, Kingston, Ont., 
made vacant by the death of 
its eminent organist, Dr. 
George Maybee. 

“This is a plum,’’ Gallienne 
said in an interview this week 
“As much as 1 like St. John’s 
and Victoria, I just had to 
apply for the job." 

He was chosen from more 
than 50 applicants from 
Canada, the U.S. the U.K., 
France and other countries. 

Maybee, who had been with 
the Kingston Church for more 
than 30 years when he died 
last August, left a magnificent 
organ which he had had 
rebuilt over the years with the 
guidance of some of the 
world’s finest organists, 
Gallienne said. 

The cathedral is a beautiful, 
resonant building, he added, 
built in 1825, on the style of St. 
Paul’s , London. It is the 
mother church of Kingston 
and was founded in 1791. 

"I'm still going to miss 
Victoria,’’ Gallienne said. 
“The friendliest people in the 
world live here and we'll miss 
them. It’s pretty nice; even 
the shopkeepers have time to 
pass the time of day with 
you.’’ 

The organist said he was 
encouraged in every way by 
St. John's members and the 
rector. Rev. Grahame Baker, 
to carry out his musical work. 

He's particularly proud of 


the series of recitals he began 
in 1971 and which have con¬ 
tinued, involving not only 
organ music but string 
quartets, harpsichordists, 
trumpeters and ^>ther 
musicians. 

“The recitals gave a lot of 
young musicians a chance to 
be heard and it’s also im¬ 
portant that the church be 
open to the public. Then, if 
they like what they see and 
hear, they might decide to 
risk' coming back Sundays.” 

Gallienne was responsible 
for the production of the first 
performance of Haydn’s 
Nelson Mass with the men’s 
and boys’ choirs in con¬ 
junction with Glenlyon School 
and Benjamin Britten’s 
cantata St. Nicholas with the 
same choirs and Conservatory 
girls’ choir. 

He has taught music at 
Glenlyon and is musical 
director of the current 
production of The Pirates of 
Penzance. 

Gallienne was born in 
Devon 29 years ago and grew 
up on the island of Guernsey. 
He attended the Guildhall 


School of Music in London, 
lived and studied at the Royal 
School of Church Music and 
spent a year at Teachers’ 
College at St. Mark and St. 
John, Chelsea. 

He came to Canada in 1967 
to become organist at St. 
Mark’s Parish Church, Ot¬ 
tawa. 

He and his wife Lianne and 
their two Victoria-born 
daughters, Christine, 3, and 
Suzanne, 5 weeks, leave for 
Kingston on Monday. 

Edward Norman, a native 
Df Birstol, England, will take 
his place the first Sunday 
after Easter. He will come 
from Vancouver where he has 
been organist at St. Philip's 
Church and choir teacher at 
the Vancouver SChool of 
Theology.

The focal point will likely be 
the proposed Construction of a 
multi storey condominium 
type building for senior 
citizens.

The large housing unit 
would be built by the Baptist 
Church Foundation of B.C.

The mayor said that under 
NIP a considerable number of 
houses will be upgraded. 

"Under the residential 
rehabilitation assistance 
program, federal funds are 
available from CMHC to 
assist in the improvement and 
repair of substandard 
dwellings," he explained.

Businesses should help the 
physically handicapped in 
adjusting to a new career 
after an accident has 
rendered their old occupation 
impossible, the Ninth Annual 
Neuropsychology Workshop 
at University of Victoria this 
weekend was told. 

Problems of both the 
mentally and physically 
handicapped were subjects of 
the conference which drew 
hundreds of psychologists, 
teachers, physicians and 
social workers from 
Washington and B.C. 

“What we need are 
practical places. We can 
counsel people from behind 
our desks on how to make the 
adjustment and try to find a 
new career, but the crunch 
comes dhen the patient wants 
to try out various jobs. Few 
businesses are willing to try to 
take them, even on a trial 
basis,” said UVic 
phsychologist Dr. Otfried 
Spreen. 

A middle-aged mechanic 
maybe prevented by a minor 
injury, which blots out all 
feeling in his right hand, from 
following his career. 

Occupational alternatives 
are limited to working the gas 
pumps — an activity he feels 
downgrading — and the 
prospect of retraining leads to 
extreme depression, Spreen 
offered as a case in point. 

“There are never enough 
alternatives for him to give 
any career a real try,” he 
said. 

Dr. Simon Horenstein. a 
neurology professor at St. 
Louis University, spoke of the 
spiralling personal problems 
between couples after an 
accident has handicapped 
husband or wife.

We pay too much for beef 


VANCOUVER - Canadian 
consumers pay too much for 
beef because retail prices are 
not in line with prices paid to 
ranchers, says the newly- 
elected president of the 
Canadian Cattleman’s 
Association. 


Gordon Parke, of Cache 
Creek, says his 100,000- 
member organization has 
appealed to both the federal 
government and the food 
prices review board for ac¬ 
tion. 


The Canadian ranching and 
feed lot industry "is in real 
trouble,” Parke said. "Our 
prices have been in a bad 
slump for the last six months. 

“What we can’t understand 
is why these prices haven’t 


The Capital Region Board 
has recently decided to 
establish North Saanich as a 
low density area, so previous 
plans to simply fill up open 
areas can be scrapped. Grieve 
said.

Frozen 
pet 
food 
hazard T 


Health inspectors have 
discovered some trozen dog 
food processed by a firm in the 
interior of the province is 
contaminated by a salmonella 
organism. provincial 
epidemiologist A. A. Larsen 
said Sunday. 

Dr. Larsen was com¬ 
menting on an Express 
story Saturday which listed 
firgures suggesting some 
people are eating dog food in 
the face of rapidly rising 
grocery costs. 

“We have very definiate 
evidence" that some of the 
frozen pet food produced by 
the company is contaminated, 
he said. 


At present there is no 
federal or provincial 
legislation to control the 
bacterial quality of pet food. 
Logically it should be a 
federal function but if there is' 
no action there soon the 
province will have to take 
steps, said Larsen. 

He said canned dog tood is 
cooked and therefore 
bacterialogically sterile. It is 
the frozen dog food which is 
potentially hazardous if eaten 
by humans.

by testers 

Some call it a rip-off. Others term it a public service. 

To many, though, it’s a nuisance and — depending on 
the time of day or time of year — a time-wasting 
frustration. 

It’s that compulsory annual hassle which faces all car 
owners, known as the Motor Vehicle Inspection; other¬ 
wise tagged the “safety check.” 

For the sum of $1.75 your pride and joy gets a token 
going over which includes brakes, steering, lights and 
other odds and sods including sweep erf windshield wipers, 
depth of tread on tires . . . just about everything except 
the sanity of the driver. 

The blessing of the testers gives you a little wind¬ 
shield sticker which means you can keep the old crate on 
the road for the next 12 months; a no-no earns you a little 
triangular tag and 14 days to get the heap back for a nod of 
approval. 

According to officials of the Victoria testing station on 
McKenzie, 28 per cent of the 700 or so cars a day which go

through the station get bounced and have to come back for 
a second go-through at an extra 50 cents. 

A random survey taken in the favorite locale of a 
reporter on assignment, however, seems to place the 
number of second-time luckies at closer to 90 per cent. 

All, though, agreed with the comment of the station 
supervisor that “the big problem seems to be lights.” 

Many and gory were the tales of vehicles in perfect 
fighting trim except for one wonky headlight which threw 
a little to the left or a little to the right or a trifle high or a 
smidgeon too low to please the nabobs. 

And of lights that had been aligned scant days 
beforehand and then thrown off-kilter by the addition or 
removal of a couple of items from trunk or pick-up bed. 

One poor soul even reported the replacement of a 
sealed beam at nine in the morning and rejection on ac¬ 
count of the same beam at 10. 

“It’s actually just so much hokum to align lights," 
said one service station owner — “The simplest thing can 
throw them off — balance and in the shortest possible 
time. Something like hitting a rough road if your shocks 
aren’t in good shape, or just nudging the car ahead of you 
when parking.” 

One person reported smoking eight cigarettes while 
waiting in line — because of a defective tie rod which was 
so loose that one wheel was practically dropping off — and 
then finding his card merely reported a high beam aimed 
too far left. 

Some even say they did nothing after the rejection 
except to roll back the following day, mumble a few words 
about having had the job done and zipping through with no 
hassles whatsoever. 

However, it would take someone with a not-too 
suspicious nature to realize what’s in the offing when he 
notices that the two service stations closest to the testing 
centre each have large signs outside proclaiming 
“Headlights Aligned While You Wait.”

Letter in egg war 
of ‘critical importance' 


Liberal leader David 
Anderson ha$ raised B.C.’s 
great egg debate to a higher 
boil by labelling a government 
letter as being of “material, 
critical importance.” 

Anderson was discussing a 
letter written by Agriculture 
Minister Dave Stupich which, 
Anderson claimed, referred to 
an agreement between 
Premier Dave Barrett and a 
northern B.C. egg producer. 

At one point, Anderson said 
that Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald would be as 
remiss in his duties if he did 
not establish an independent 
inquiry into the “agreement,” 
as was former attorney- 
general Robert Bonner who 
failed to investigate wrong 
doings of a former minister. 

Although the opposition kept 
up its barrage over Premier 
Barrett’s alleged interference 
with the B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board during debate on the 
attorney-general’s estimates, 
the estimates were passed 
after nearly six hours of 
debate Friday. 

But it seems unlikely that 
that will be the end of the 
matter. 

Anderson said the Stupich 
letter was of “material, of 
critical importance’’ and 
suggested an inquiry be made 
after it was learned the letter 
had been released to the press 
by the minister and Provincial 
Secretary Ernie Hall. 

Anderson was forced to 


leave the house three times 
last week for charging that 
Barrett lied when he said he 
had given the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board no 
instructions about the case 
involving Prince George 
chicken farmer Cy 
Kovachich. 

When Anderson read the 
letter in the house the premier 
said, “There certainly was 
(an agreement), to meet and 
settle with the lawyers . . . 
There is no written agreement 
between Kovachich and I, and 
I state that categorically.” 

The letter, dated Aug. 14, 
was to Bill Janzen, chairman 
of the B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board. 

It said the government 
would buy production 
quotas—the right to produce 
eggs—from farmers in the 
Lower Fraser Valley which 
would then be issued to 
producers in other areas. 

“As I re-read the Kovachic 
(sic) agreement as made 
between the premier and Mr. 
Kovachic in the presence of 
others, the latter was to have 
additional ordinary permit 
issued so that he would qualify 
for a total of 200 cases of 
production per week,” Stupich 
wrote, “It is my feeling that 
the board should recognize 
this situation by allotting this 
to Mr. Kovachic.” 

It is expected that the 
Liberals will again raise the 
issue during this week’s

debate on the estimates of 
Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young. 

When Anderson launched 
his attack on the letter, 
Macdonald became the third 
cabinet minister to be the 
target of a non-confidence 
motion which was defeated by 
the government in a 30-15 
vote. 

At one point, Anderson, by 
innuendo, suggested that 
there were similarities 
between Macdonald’s refusal 
to set up an inquiry and 
Bonner who rejected attempts 
for an inquiry into alleged 
wrong-doings by Robert 
Sommers, former lands and 
forest minister, who was 
convicted and went to jail in 
1958. 

“Unless the attorney- 
general takes steps he will be 
remiss in his duties in the 
same way,” Anderson said. 

Stupich claimed there was 
nothing damaging in the 
letter 

People might “read into it” 
there was an agreement, said 
the agriculture minister, “but 
I deny there was a detailed 
agreement in the premier’s 
office . . . except to reach 
agreement out of court.” 


The actual agreement, 
which was reached a week 
later, concered the setting of 
egg quotas and had nothing to 
do with another meeting in the 
premier’s office concerning 
the reduction of a levy against 
Kovachich by the egg board 
for over-production, said 
Stupich. 

Anderson’s line of debate 
was attacked by all 
government members. 
Macdonald himself called it 
“smear of the worst kind . . . 
mud-slinging.” The Liberal 
leader’s “disgraceful 
innuendo,” he said, was 
“absolutely contemptuous.” 

Barrett charged that 
Anderson was engaged in 
“vilification, a personal 
attack on the attorney- 
general.”

Special bill of rights on way 
for province's blind people 


A special bill of rights is on 
the way for a handful of blind 
people in the province of B.C. 

The Blind Persons’ Rights 
Act, introduced in the 
legislature last week, will 
ensure equal rights to blind 
people who depend on guide 
dogs. It will ensure they can 
enter a restaurant with a dog, 
a practice forbidden under 
health laws. 

It says blind persons with 
dogs have “the same rights, 


privileges, and obligations as 
a person not accompanied by 
a dog” and they may “enter 
and use all accomodations, 
conveyances, eating places, 
lodging places, and other 
places to which the public is 
invited or has access in the 
same manner as if he were not 
accompanied by a dog.” 

The act provides for a 
summary conviction and a 
fine not exceeding $200 for 
anyone in contravention of its 
provisions. 


Strict controls 


sought on guns 


Strict gun control 
regulations, including the 
establishment of a central 
firearm registry, were 
recommended . in the 
legislature last week. 

The speaker was Garde 
Gardom (L—Vancouver-Point 
Grey) who said ownership of 
guns has become a right in 
B.G. instead of a privlege as it 
should be. 

Besides recommending all 
firearms be registered, 
Gardom said no firearms 
should be sold to persons 
under 18 years of age and only 
rifles and shotguns sold to 
people between the ages of 18 
and 21. 

Pat Jordan (SC—North 


Okanagan) joined the debate 
by calling for a mandatory 
course in the proper use of 
firearms by all owners of guns 
in the province. 

There is a rising use of and 
interest in firearms in B.C., 
she said, and there is a link 
between that increase and the 
fear of liberalized laws. 

On the other side of debate, 
Ed Smith (SC—North Peace 
River) said that while he 
realized the RCMP has been 
instructed to be strict in the 
issuance of gun permits, three 
categories of people have 
found it difficult to acquire 
permits. 

Those people are trappers, 
prospectors and big game 
guides, he said.
